LEE LY FIRST WIFE. 


Tho defondant raid that, abovo 
all«things, he waa a reasonable 
man; but in this case the Chinese 
woman camo to his house as 
early os 10.30 when he was 
ovcupisd with his morning moal, 
and proparing to rocoive thosa 
of his pupils who would be 
calling tnat day. His Chinese 
wifo was Incking in all rulos of 
womanly conduct and filial 
respect risu-cix her paronts-in- 
law, to the extent that he hid 
to loave hor and go abroad: Dur- 
ing the eight yours of his atsonce 
from China he had remitted her 
money to the. amount of $8,000, 
Boing still in the primo of life, 
ho thought he could tako unto 
himsolf anothor wifo and con- 
aequontly married the proront 
Mrs. Mok Shreyer, ard was gind 
that he had dono ao, for he found 
in tho latter all thoxe qualities 
which wore entirely lacking in 
his firat wife. 


HANDFULLS OF BEARD. 


Rovarding the visit made by the 
Chineso woman to his houso on 
New Yoar's Duy ho said that this 
was ostonsibly for the purp 280 of 
obtaining the maintenance money 
but in reality was fur the seoking 
of an opportunity to heap abuso 
on him and Mrs. Mok Shreyor.

With the roassomblingsof the 
second Opium Conferenco, - tha 
question arises whethor it is going 
to do more than tho firet one, 
which had rosults of a ‘vory 
secondary nature, apart from tho 
ongondoring of illfecling and rak- 
ing over old disputes which had 
boon loft unsottlod at provicus 
mootings. If nothing furthor 
towards a solution is to bo accom- 
plished, thon tho conference had 
bost acknowledge its failure to 
solvo tho most important of the 
itoms on ite agonda—tho problom 
of how ovontually to abolish the 
consumption of opium in tho 
world, oxcopt as ao medicinal 
drug. We have all along folt that 
abolition of opium 
smoking is. impossiblo, though a 
great doal can bo dono towards 
its supprossion, Tho object of tho 
conforonco is prosumably to obtain 
tho co-oporation among tho world 
Powors: and smallor nations 
which is essontial for tho ultimate 
control of the drug: 8o far it has 
not managod things at all 
smoothly, but porhaps  bottor 
prospects Jio-ahoad. Tho fact 
that tho - co-oporative agroo- 
ment of China to any schomo 
is cssontial for its suocess, has 
boon ‘strossed on ovory occasion, 
and thore is nothing now 
in tho views of Sir, Jotn 
Jordan which aro cabled 
to-day: We fear, howovor, that 
Bir John is inclined 
too optimistic about the probable 
joint working of tho Ohineso 
Govornmont in the supprossion 
of tho opium, output. No doubt 
there ise strong feeling im the 
country against the drug and its 
production und import. But it 
will require strict onforcoment of 
roprossive logislation to -offoct 
the nooossary roforms, and only 
a strong contral authority will be 
ablato accomplish that. Mattora 
being as thoy are, tho prospects 
of that unswerving co-oporation 
aro-indeed romoto, and tho ox- 
poctation of rosults within the 
compass of ton yoars or so savour 
of optimism on o grand scale, 
doomed, we fear, to disappoint-
